Chica g o, May 11.—The developments yes­ 
terday in the mysterious shooting of Gen. 
Beem were of a most startling nature, but 
practically only serve to deepen the depth of 
uncertainty which hangs over the fate of the 
dead man. 
J udge Knickerbocker, of the 
probate court, who directed Bailiff Galpin 
to secure any testamentary documents found 
among the effects of the deceased, decided to 
make public the will of Gen. Beem, which 
was dated and executed on April 27, the day 
previous to the general’s visit to his wife at 
Stanton, Neb. 
No attempt to -probate the 
will lias yet been made, but the judge de­ 
cided that the interests of justice required 
the publication of the peculiar document. 
The will is written by Gen. Beem, but the 
writing shows unmistakable 
evidences of 
hasty preparation, and a nervous excitement 
which can not be disputed. 
It is written 
upon ordinary legal cap, covers but one side 
of the sheet, and reads as follows: 
I want this to be my last will. I want Carlo s P 
Fawyer to 1«* appo inted by the co urt witho ut 
bo nds, and ask him to act as my executo r. I want 
my wife, Lula Sto ughto n Beem, to hav e o nly 
v. hat is permitted by the law. I want ail the res­ 
idue o f my estate to go to my sisters at Alto n, 
Ills., in equal parts, after the payment o f my 
debts. I want Carlo s P. Sawyer to hav e all o f my 
bo o ks and business. I want to be buried in Alto n. 
Ills., by the side o f my mo ther and bro thers, and 
especially request that my funeral • ** strictly pri­ 
v ate. no ne but family relatio ns and such family 
friends as may be necessary to help them to bury 
me. I want no mo nument uo r parade* o f any 
kind. 
In witness w hereo f I hav e hereunto set my hand 
and seal this 21th day o f April, l*ss.

Upo n the o ther side o f the sheet, in the 
same handw riting, appears the fo llo wing 
startling directio ns to his executo r, Carlo s P. 
Sawyer, and the subscribing witness, Ev ans

Peaceful sleepers upstairs w e re 
roused, looked out at us, and b anged tne 
screens shut angrily. 
The Japanese b ed 
is the il<x>r, with a wooden b ox under 
the neck for a pillow and a cotton 
wadded comforter for a covering. 
The 
mats are an inch or two thick, made of 
soft straw, with a finely woven top sur­ 
face, and it is to preserve these soft floor 
mats that shoes are not worn in the 
house. 
For the foreigner the Japanese 
landlord allows live or six futons or 
wadded comforters, and they make a 
tolerab le mattress, although not springy, 
and rather apt to feel damp and smell 
musty. 
The traveler carries his own 
sheets, woolen b lankets and feather pil­ 
lows, and, al>ove all, flea j» owder, which 
is the most necessary part of the b ed, if 
it is designed for rest at all. 
The straw mats and the futons are the 
special haunts and homes of the fleas, 
and without a lib eral dusting of every 
part of the coverings, and all ab out the 
edges, it is imjMissihle to sleep. 
If the 
}M)wder is fresh and strong there is a 
grim satisfaction in the morning in look­ 
ing over the edges of the futons, and 
watching the 
dead and dying fleas, 
whose death agonies are as great as 
those of leviathans. 
This sleeping on the 
floor on a pile of cotton comforters is 
not 
really comfortab le, and, coupled 
with the fatigues of walking and moun­ 
tain climb ing, stiffens one's joints sadly 
over night, and would soon b ring on 
rheumatism. 
By day the futons are 
piled in closets out of sight or hung 
over the b alconies to air, and if the 
se r ­ 
vants forget to b ring them in b efore 
sunset the airing 
makes them damper 
than ever. 
The only walls of the rooms are the 
paper screens that slide in grooves, and 
if one's next neighb or is curious he slips 
the screen a little or jwkes a hole through 
the paper. 
A whisper or a pin drop can 
he heard from room to room, and a good 
Anglo-Saxon snorer would Ix* heard all 
over a Japanese hotel, and probably rock 
the whole structure with his solo, 
Ap­ 
parently the Japanese never snore, or 
<4m? the « Borers are killed in their y outh, 
as one never hears any stock anecdotes 
of their disturbances at inns.

gallery or balcony on which all the rooms 
open as the common hall by day , inclosed 
in solidly at night with wooden shutters,

lxfore the advent of disease, and when 
danger is over th**ir work is done. 
It is 
perhaps not easy* to prevent that which 
b rings doctors'and their families their 
b read and b utter. One <>f Will Carleton s 
humorous b allads is aliout thed» x*tor who 
cured the deacon’s wife b y “ God's own 
rem edies, sun, light and air,’’ and so lost 
his fee; after which he concluded that if 
called to attend that woman again she 
should have medicine made b y m en,—

S tory T» il<! bv a n F.xilt* W h o W iw S en t tc 
sih erii*— A D r a m a t ic S cen e. 
Ab out 2 o'clock in the morning an 
overseer unlocked andojiemxl the door of 
myr cell and said to me, “ Come!" 
I fol 
lowed him to the office of the prison 
where tiie commander of the convoy 
made a careful examination of my per­ 
son, noted my features and physica 
characteristics as set forth in a descrip 
tion which he held in his hand, com pam 
my face with that of a photograph taken 
soon after my arrest, and at last, b eing 
apparently satisfied as to my identity, re 
ceived me formally* from the prison an 
thoritie.s. I was then taken down a flight 
of stairs t<> the corps de garde,a large room 
on the ground floor, at the d» >or of which 
stood an armed sentry. 
The spaeiou 
hut low anil gloomy hall was dimly 
lighted b y a few flaring lamps and can 
dies, and in the middle of it, at two Ion 
b are tab les, sat ten or fifteen men am 
women, in coarse gray convict overcoats 
drinking tea. 
The heads of the men 
were half shaven, they all wore chains 
and leg fetters, and on the b ack of every 
prisoner, Ixtvveon 
the shoulders, 
ap 
jH*ared the two b lack diamonds which 
signify that the criminal so marked is a 
hard lab or convict. 
Near the door, in a little group, stood 
six or eight uniformed gendarmes and 
officers of t In* detective police, 
who 
watched the prisoners intently, whisper­ 
ing now and then among themselves as 
if communicating to one another the re­ 
sults of their ob servations. 
The stillness 
of the room was unb roken save b y the 
faint hissing of two or three b rass sam­ 
ovars on the tab les, and an occasional 
jingle of chains as one of the convicts 
moved his ft*et. 
There was no conversa­ 
tion, and a chance ob server would never 
have imagined that the gray* coated fig­ 
ures sitting silently side by* side at the 
tab les were near friends, and in soiye 
cast s relatives, who had long lieen b uried 
in the casemates of the fortress, and who 
were looking into one another's faces for 
the first time in year*. 
As I entered the room, one of the pris­ 
oners, whose face I did not at first recog­ 
nize b ut who proved to b e an old friend, 
rushed forward to meet me, and as he 
threw his arms around me whispered
